r THE TREASURE OF THE GOLDEN GATE.

In 1563-64 a great 
treasure. 10 the 


x'alae of nearly c^-? million ileiiars in 
gold coin and bu'ii?:i. was ieecverc-u 
from tbe wreck of ziie Pat-Hi" oir.il 
steamship, Gc^n Gaie. I have the 
story direct from one of the principal 
:nea" of ihe emerr-rlse. During the pe- 
ncil which clnp^ca b^-wcen the dis- 
covery of sold in CaliJcrnla and the 
establishment cf trans.-oriinental traf- 
fic-, the custom was to ship coin and 
bullion from San Fr:;n*.!:,c to the Isth- 
mus 3f Panama, r.-ross v.hi-.-h it 
was 


tarried to Aspiav.-aH, cc\v Colon, oa 
the Atlantic. There it wmid be re- 
shipped to its (lesiiEaiior in the Unit- 
ed States or Europe. 


Thus In July, 1SG2, tbe aide-wheel 


steamship. Golden Gate, was en route 
from San Francisco to Panama. Carry- 
ing more than five hundred passen- 
gers an-1 a large amount cf treasure. 
\Vhile running alctg the west coast 
of Mexico, about two miles offshore. 
Gbe was discovered to be afire. 
She 


was headed for the beach, and when 
she struck the fire had so enwrapped 
her that all on board were forced to 
Ping themselves Into the surf. There 
was a vicious undertow. Two hundred 
and twenty-eight people were lost, and 
cf the vessel herself, in a short time 
nothing remained in sight except some 
of the tall machinery. 


After the wrec-k became known 
it 


rras announced that there had been 
a million and a half dollars" worth of 
gold in the treasure-rooni of the Gol- 
den Gate. 
The underwriters seat 


skilled divers to the scene to attempt 
the recovery of this treasure. 


The divers, after a prolonged ex- 


amination, reported thai the vessel 
had broken in two at -.he treasure- 
icom. and that tne gold had been 
buried so deep in the sand., through 
the combined action of the surf and 
the undertow, that the recover}- of ap- 
portion of it was impossible. The un- 
derwriters thereupon abandoned 
the 


attempt. 


A number of adventurous spirits in 


San Francisco, upon learning of this 
report, determined to make personal 
examination of the wreck. This they 
did in August, 1862. and corroborated 
the report of the previous divers. 


A second expedition went down, and 


although not successful, brought back 
reports that furnished encouragement 
for a third, which started from San 
Francisco in October, 1S63. 


This expedition sailed in two schoon- 


ers, the R. B. Potter, a former pilot- 
boat of seventy tons, and the Naiad, 
a little craft of thiity tons previously 
used for collecting gulls' eggs from 
the Farallone Islands. 
There wer? 


ten men on each vessel, including div- 
ers and engineers, and there was all 
the necessary apparatus- 


Tbe diving apparatus was put into 


shape; the two schooners were moored 
at a safe distance from the breakers; 
the air-pump, with 
its 
attendants. 


was placed in position on the launch; 
and one of the Civers, in his submar- 
ine suit, dropped over the side, 
but 


did not vanish. Since the water was 
but four fathoms deep and clear 
as 


crystal, he could easily be seen as he 
walked along tte conorr. toward the 
wreck. A stream of air-bubbles rose 
behind him, anc fish and sharks fied 
from him in every direction. 


As he approached the wreck 
and 


found shallower water with each step- 
it was seen that the furious surf aiul 
tbe undertow forced him bv degrees 
to sloop until he was crawling along 
on all fours. When he was directly 
ever the wreck he bc-g?.n to ornploy 
Ihe Ingenious apparati'-s to which the 
adventurers Icoked for success. 


This apparatus consisted of a brass 


pipe, with a nozzle two and one-half 
inches in diameter, which was at- 
tached to five htindred feet of lies-:: 
leading to n steam-pr.mp on board the 
Xaiad. 
A erntinuous stream of wa- 


ter, as powerful as that from a fire 
engine, was to be forced throt'.sh the 
Lose; and this, it was hoped, would 
roll the sand to siu-h a state that the 
diver could grad-ia'Iy settle -iown Into 
It and lay hold of the treasure. 


AS soon as he reached the place 


•where he was to work, the diver gave 
the signal to start the pump. 


After an hour of sxpe^tancy by tho?e 


above, the diver signaled to stop the 
pump, and then came to the surface 
After being relieved of his beiir.Pt. he 
crew in a few breaths of fresh air and 
reported: 


"Everything is all right so far, bin 


there is a lot more work to be done 
than we bargained for. The sand has 
accumulate ro that -where we expect- 
ed two or three feet, there sre almost 
six. Under this is the coa'i, and in it 
we shall find the boxes of gold, if we 
eTer find 'hem. 


"The experiment with the hows 
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Y."C:rk~ii well." he 'rom-iiued. 
"I kept 


- ".-ring the nozzle wider and about 
;ny legs, anil- sranl: three feet easily. 
I-::t i ie!l you. there's danger for a 
elver iu ihis i?nr»S- 
I? *-Je st?ani- 


i;i:mp ever steps working \vbile a man 
Is deep in i!.e reiled-rip sand he wi!! 
to caught there fare, for the sand will 
grow solid about him before he t-aa 
yet cm." 


The men had not -bought of this 


before, but they at once saw the truth 
of it, and arranged thai every imagin- 
able precaution should be taken to 
keep th3 pump working. 


Both 'livers descended 011 the second 


day, 
but after considerable time re- 


appeared with no more encouraging 
i-cws than that one of them had got 
cown into the sand to the depth of 
his armnits without discovering any- 
thing. 
During the following 
week 


the search went on with no success. 
TLe divers found trat the stream from 
rhe hose did not thin the sana enough 
to enable them to bend down In it 
and grope about their feet. The stream 
rsa'le " hole for them to sink in, but it 
was not wide enough to stoop in. and 
it was nlled with a mixture of sand 
and water, ready to "set" the moment 
the stream should stop. 
So the men 


r-'nplcyc.! :helr feet as hands, groping 
a::out lor the ir-rasure-boy~*s 


The time passed thus until Thanks- 


giving da;v. Then the J>opos of 
the 


part;-', who had ventured most of their 
savings in the enterprise, were very 
low. bur the divers were encased as 
usual for their regular descents. On 
urls morning one of them remarked: 


"Boys. I am going to touch the coal 


today if I have to go my fall length 
for it. 
V»re're needing something spe- 


e::il to ce thankful for." 


It was tb.ro2 hours before he signaled 


to stop the pump. With their expec- 
tations roused by his unusual stay, the 
ciliers waited eagerly for a signal to 
tend down a bag cf such implements 
as the diver might need to assist him 
in raising a box of treasure. A small, 
fiat boat, containing two men 
and 


grapnels, ice-tongs and such imple- 
ments, was always kept moored over 
the spot where the diver was at work. 
Soon the hopes of those above were 
destroyed by the announcement that 
the diver was coming to the surface. 
The diver, however, had planned 
a 


mcst agreeable dirappointment. 
He 


who tells me this story remembers 
being struck by the fact that as the 
diver ascended the ladder to the side 
of the launch, he used but one hand 
to assist himself. When he emerged, 
his friends saw a package under one 
of his arms, and this he handed up to 
those on board. 


The box, about a foot long, eight 


Inches in width and four ia depth, 
was carried over to the Potter, opened, 
and found to contain three thousand 
five hundred dollars in gold coin. 


To obtain this box the diver had 


been obliged to sink himself until the 
top cf his head was just level with the 
surface of the sand. Feeling some- 
thing hard beneath him. he worked it 
about for a long time with his feet, 
until finally, with the assistance of 
some hooks he had carried down with 
him. he had raised it to a point where 
he co-aid get his hand on it. While 
there he had sent up several signals of 
assurance, 
which his 
tenders 
had 


rover received, no doubt because his 
liic-line had been buried in the firm 
sar.d which surrounded the roily hole. 


Great progress was now made, the 


next day. with the assistance of grap- 
nels and bags, 
more treasure 
was 


discovered, and then, day after day, 
two. 
three, and even four boxes, con- 


taining various 
amounts, 
were ex- 


tricated from the sand by the labor 
cf both divers- With each box they 
had to mount slowly out of the hole 
they had bored, and allow the sand 
to fill In and harden behind them. 


Elated with success, the divers, as 


vas natural, relaxed their precautions 
a little, until one of them had a peril- 
Ins adventure. 
Standing 
over 
the 


wreck, he was boring his excavation 
v.-ith the hose and 
sinking 
rapidly 


Into tbe san^ as usual. 


Just as he got down to his shoulders, 


the D'-'.n of the boss was suddenly torn 
from his grasp by the surf. 
As he 


groped abc;u on the sand expecting to 
fel It. he remembered with a shock that 
before beginning operations he had 
neglected the customary precaution of 
attaching the hose to his belt by a 
lanyard. The whole thing had been 
washed far beyond his reach. 


Almost instantly the sand, no longer 


loosened by the stream of water, began 
tr. harden icimd him, and he realized 
the full horror of his situation. 


So quickly was he embedded that the 


use of his arms was eoon lost; noth- 


ing protruded from the solid sand ex- 
cept his helnieted head, hands 
and 


•wrists. With his life-line buried and 
his arms powerless, he was unable to 
make any signal for relief to those 
above, who were quite unaware of his 
oreadful situation. 
Besides ail this, 


| ev,iag to tbe disturbance created 
| atound him fcy the surf and the un- 
| dertow, he might as well have been 


i blind for all that he could see. 


The yres-sure of sand on his chest 


; was so severe that he began to lose 


breath, and resigned himself to 
the 


speedy, agonizing 
death which ap- 


peared inevitable. 
Nearly exhausted, 


he fell something touch one of 
his 


Lands. It was lae bight of the hose, 
v.hich, In wu-'-hing about over the bot- 
tom, 
had struck against him—a thing 


not likely 10 happen once ia a thous- 
and times. 


Gripping this with his hand, he 


slowly edged It along, bit by bit, un- 
til finally he go: hold of the butt and 
i he nozzle itself. With great difficul- 
ty he tarneil the stream of water iato 
the saad. and freed ilrst one arm. then 
the other, a«<i gradually the whole 
upper part of his body. 


Tlirough the remainder of the day 


he was prostrated, but he pluekily 
vent back to the work the next day, 
and from that time on there was no 
lack of precaution on his part. 


A later incident, in \vliich the other 


diver figured, indicates well to what a 
degree the success of the expedition 
was due to the pluck, persistence and 
hard work of the divers. 
In raising 


cne largs box of treasure from the hole 
in the sand, the- tongs by which he 
held It slipped, and ripped the cover 
entirely off the box while it was yet a 
fcot from the top of the hole. 


But by the greatest care and pains 


he finally succeeded in resting it oa 
the level saad outside the hole with- 
out spilling » single coin. 
It was 


hauled up 10 the boat in a bag, ana 
found to contain nearly thirty thous- 
and dollars- 
Of course the weight of 


these boxes In the mixture of sand and 
water was far less than it would have 
been in the air. 


Uninterrupted by other 
incidents, 


the work of recovery went on until the 
first of January, when the Increase of 
surf, with the change of season, ciade 
further operations impossible. 
The 


last box of treasure was extricated on 
Christmas day, and although regular 
t-ips below were made daily during 
the week that followed, no more boxes 
were brought to the surface. 
Then 


the n?ea stepped their work and left 
the spot, fully intending to repeat the 
operations in the following year: but 
during the winter rhe party scattered 
far and wide, asd were never reunit- 
ed. 


Slany sche^res for obtaining the rest 


of the treasure, by dredging, building 
breakwaters or inserting coffer-dams, 
have been talked about, but no one 
has yet recovered a dollar of what 
tbe San Francisco sailormen failed to 
lift; nor has acy one produced a 
scheme which, in the opinion of the 
man who told me this story, will war- 
rant the ontlay of the capital neces- 
sary to see-arc- what is left of the 
treasure of the Golden Gate.—Youth's 
Companion.

Varied Purpose*. 


The economy which is practised in 


the average boarding house has be- 
come proverbial, but it is extravagance 
to the standard of economy practiced 
at a "bone mill." The chief product 
from bones is glue, and among other 
materials which are obtained from 
them are soap, glycerine and fertiliz- 
ers. 
Nothing is wasted. 
Even the 


most economical boarding house has 
a few parings and husks to throw 
away. There are no parings and husks 
in the -lispositicn of bones. 


The first stage in the utilization of 


bones is that of cleaning them. When 
brought to the glue factory they are 
apt to be covered with more or less 
dried flesh and bits of foreign matter.
